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Remarks 

Applicants have also respectfully requested amendment of the Specification by insertion 
of the paper copy of the revised Sequence Listing attached to this response (replacement sheets 
1-19) into the Specification to replace the previous Sequence Listing found on pages 97-105. A 
computer disk containing a revised Sequence Listing was submitted on July 10, 2002 for 
copending application U.S. S.N. 08/182,183 and may be used for this application. 

The revision to the Sequence Listing provides a separate listing (i.e., SEQ ID NO:26) for ( 
an amino acid sequence depicted in SEQ ID NO:25. Furthermore, the revision provides a 
separate listing (i.e., SEQ ID NO:29) for an amino acid sequence shown in Figure 22 which was 
discussed separately from the nucleic acid sequence also shown in Figure 22, amino acids 1-50 of 
human pre-pro GDNF. The amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO:26 and SEQ ID NO:29 is fully 
supported by original Figure 22. 

Applicants have also requested various amendments in order to make the application 
conform to the revised Sequence Listing submitted herewith. Applicants further assert that no 
new matter is being added in order to make the application conform to the revised Sequence 
Listing submitted herewith. 

Applicants have also requested amendment of the present Specification to correct certain 
inconsistencies in nomenclature or typographical errors found throughout the Specification. For 
instance, the Specification referred to certain polypeptide molecules both as "pre-proGDNF" and 
"pre-pro GDNF". The Applicants have identified occurrences of "pre-proGDNF" in the 
Specification and respectively request that they be changed to read "pre-pro GDNF". Because
